The state board of agriculture consists of a group of 
elected members who administer college funds and govern 
the college’s operations. 


It has been a good number of years since northern 

Michigan farmers have been represented directly with any 
member from this area on the college’s governing board. 
The men on that all important board have been from 
. what many southern Michigan people have been pleased 
-to call the “Mason-Dixon.” That’s a line cutting the state 
from Bay City to Muskegon. This reporter has often heard 
men in southern Michigan speak ill of farming operations 
north of that imaginary line. 


The great bulk of all farm products in Michigan come 
from the rich agricultural counties to the south of us. And 
because of this, many farmers in northern Michigan have 
felt that they never.have gotten proper help and recogni- 

‘tion from ‘Michigan agricultural agencies including the 
Michigan State College. ; 


With the state board of agriculture made up of ‘indiv- 
iduals from southern Michigan, farmers say this situation 
shows little signs of improving. 


Back in 1949, this reporter attended at least two meet- 
ings at Gaylord called by northern Michigan farmers 
strong in their belief the college could do more for this 
section of the state.

Farmers who have had trouble 
with frozen Water pipes this win- 
ter might save themselves—work 
and grief by using electric heat- 
ing cable, advises Ed Rebman, 
Charlevoix county agricultural 
agent. 

A thermostatic system can be 
used as an extra “hired man” on 
jthe job, suggests the agent: Costs 
of installation and operation are 
very low, according to agricul- 
tural engineers at Michigan State 
College. The thermostat will help 
eut the costs and turn the juice in 
the clectric cable along water 
pipes on just above freezing, 
‘about 35 degrees, and off about 
:40 degrees.

TRIMMING 
(continued 

Vhe vrape needs the most trim- 
ming. The fruit is grown on the 
current years growth. 

The peach is next as it bears 
or sets fruit buds only on the 
current~-years -growth. That is, 
wood grown this year will have 
peaches next year. The peach 
needs a considerable amount 
of trimming each year in order 
to have a-healthy new. growth 
for the next year. For this sec- 
tion the peach does not need as 
heavy trimming as is usually de- 
monstrated but still needs mod- 
erate trimming as the leaves are 
large and foliage dense. 

On any fruit tree it is more 
desirable to cut off the small and 
weaker wood. Except that of a 
real old tree. that may need hea- 
vy slashing for renewal. ; 

The sweet cherry needs the 
lease trimming of any of our 
fruit trees Not any trimming # 
possible. Some limbs heading the 
wrong way could be cut when 
the limb is one year old. Or some 
variety going sky high could be 
cut back at the top. Any trim-

ming of the sweet cherry is in- 
jurious to the tree causing, Can- 
ker, Dye ‘back, and lower yields. 

The Bartlette Pear needs very 
little trimming and pears can 
hold up with weak crotches Bet- 
ter than other fruits. Heavy trim- 
ming will cause fire blight and 
as well_as lower yields. 

A well grown Delicious tree 
needs more of the small limbs 
cut out as it usually produces an 
over amount of these. Jonathan 
intermediate. McIntosh bears on 
third year wood and needs en- 
ough trimming to let sunshine 
into the center of the tree for 
color and size. It is always bet- 
ter to trim to little than too much. 

Regular yearly trimming is to 
be prefered. It is better o stay 
on the light side until the tree 
is in full bearing or ten to fif- 
teen years old. - 

If the orchard is planted too 
close together more or heavier 
trimming may be desirable. 
Trimming is stunting to the tree. 
It must be kept in mind for what 
purpose it is used for. As easier 
harvesting, to let sprays in, and 


less fruit of larger size, etc.

To Cull The. 
Laying Flock 


Cull your laying flock now, 
‘MSC experts say. 

There are two seasons of egg 
production; the season of scarce 
eggs at higher prices is passing 
and the season of more eggs at 
lower pricés is starting. Your 
flock must be efficient to be pro- 
fitable: 

If-a layer produces two eggs a 
week, it is doubtful if she pays 
for her board. If she is laying 
four eggs a week, she should give 
a profit. 

No time should be wasted over 
birds that are not laying, stresses 
MSC poultrymen. Send them to 


market right away. Look for the | 


hens with the small combs and 
wattles and the small snake-like 
heads. The place for these birds 
is “in. the-stew pot for the low- 
priced egg season. 

By culling out low-producing 
hers you cuf ‘your feed bill with- 
out cutting egg production. The 
good producers that are left will 
increase in efficiency. 

‘This low-priced season lasts for 
six months; it’s time to act on 
the culling job now. It’s one New 
Year's resolution that will pay.
